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The Petitioner submits as below: — 

1. That the petitioners are Voters in Dausa House of People constituency their 
elector roll number in the electoral roll of the said constituency are as follows and 
are entitled to present this petition: — 

1. Girraj Prashad voter No. 1224 Madho Gang Bandikui Town. 

2. Madan Lai voter No. 187' in village Bandiyal Kalan. 

2. That one Shri Narayan has also filed his nomination paper duly filled. 

3. That on the date of scrutiny the Returning Officer rejected the nomination 
paper of Srinarayan on the ground that in column No. 2 name of the constituency 
in which proposer was enrolled was not mentioned, though serial and sector 
number were given. 

4. That the respondent having secured the larger number of Votes declared 
elected on the 15th March of 1957. 

5. That the petitioner submit that the order of the Returning Officer rejecting 
the nomination paper is improper and illegal on the following grounds: — 

That sub-clause IV of section 33 of the Representation of the People Act of 
1951 when the Returning Officer had satisfied himself about the entries in 
column No. 2 and he did not regard it as an error nor he perrffitted the correc¬ 
tion on or required under section 33 sub-clausc IV he could not legally reject the 
nomination paper on the ground given in his order. 

That if at all it was a defect it was not of substantive character and therefore 
the nomination paper could not be rejected. 

That the identity of proposer and the candidate were not disputed and as 
such nomination paper could not be legally rejected. 

That there being no non-compliance of the provision of section 33 the fiomina- 
tlon paper could not be rejected. 

6. That the petition is submitted within 45 days from the date of declaration. 

7. That Government Treasury receipt of Rs, 1000/- as security amount is 
attached herewith. 


Therefore the petitioner prays. 

1. That the election of respondent be retained and declared void. 

2. That cost be awarded.
